A HELPFUL HINT: To Preserve Newspaper Articles 


Newsprint yellows, gets brittle, disintergrates - making it difficult 
to keep clippings that would be treasured over the years. Some clippings 
can also serve as verification for some dates and locations in your re- 
cords. Here's a solution: 2 tablespoons Milk of Magnesia (shake well 
before measuring) and 1 quart of Club Soda. Mix well. Refrigerate 8 
hours. Soak your clippings for 1 hour. Place a bath towel on a flat 
surface and spread the clippings to dry. The sooner you prepare your 

‘clippings the better. However, this can be used on old ones that are 
beginning to yellow and will help to save them. By the way, in saving 
clippings, sometimes it would be wise to save the name of the publication, 
location and date of publication. This might be needed for verification 
of your records.

Unlike the Union Army, no commissioned officer of the Union Navy (at the time of the action 
for which the award was recommended) ever received a Medal of Honor. 


Section 7 of the statute (An Act to further promote the efficiency of the Navy. 12 Stat. 329- 
330), dated December 21, 1861, which legislated for the inception of the Navy Medals of 
Honor, stated, “And be it further enacted, That the Secretary of the Navy be, and is hereby, 
authorized to cause two hundred ‘medals of honor' to be prepared, with suitable emblematic 
devices, which shall be bestowed upon such petty officers, seamen, landsmen, and marines 
as shall most distinguish themselves by their gallantry in action and other seamanlike 
qualities during the present war, and that the sum of one thousand dollars be, and is hereby, 
appropriated out of any money in the Treasury, for the purpose of carrying this section into 
effect." [MOH 1032.] 


In contrast, similar legislation for the production of medals of honor for the Army states, 
"And be it further enacted, That the President cause to be struck from the dies recently 
prepared at the United States Mint for that purpose, ‘medals of honor' additional to those 
authorized by the act (resolution) of July twelfth, eighteen hundred and sixty two, and present 
the same to such officers, noncommissioned officers, and privates as have most 
distinguished, or who may hereafter most distinguish, themselves in action; and the sum of 
twenty thousand dollars is hereby appropriated out of any monies in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, to defray the expenses of the same." [MOH 1035.] 


As such, no commissioned officer of the Navy was ever awarded a Medal of Honor during 
the course of the Civil War. However, some of the enlisted personnel who were recipients of 
this award were, at a later stage, appointed as officers. (An example being Charles James 
Bibber, gunner's mate of the USS Agawam, who was given the award for his part in an action 
against Fort Fisher, North Carolina, on December 23, 1864, and who was appointed a mate 
on March 1, 1865.) 


By the same token, three of the Naval recipients of the Medal were pilots, who seem to have 

been in a class of their own. These were John H. Ferrell, of the USS Neosho, Martin Freeman 
of the USS Hartford, and Perry Wilkes of the USS Signal. Many of the pilots in Union Naval 
service, during the war, seem to have been appointed in a civilian capacity, and Ferrell, 
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Freeman and Perry were no exception. Freeman, however, whose history during the Civil 
War was quite exceptional and interesting, was appointed an acting volunteer lieutenant on 
October 18, 1864, more than two months after the action at Mobile Bay, for which he was 
awarded the Medal. [Callahan.] 


Chi the early months of the war German-born Freeman was the owner of a fishing smack, the 
Delight, and who was operating off Ship Island, Mississippi, when he was captured in 
December, 1861, by a Union Navy vessel. [ORN 1, 16, 817.] 


He was very highly rated as a pilot, with both commodore Henry Thatcher and rear-admiral 
David Farragut mentioning his high qualities. [ORN 1, 20, 739 & 1, 21, 420-421.] Farragut 
states, in a dispatch dated aboard the USS Hartford, at Mobile Bay, August 12, 1864, "The 
last of my staff, and to whom I would call the notice of the Department, is not the least in 
importance. I mean Pilot Martin Freeman. He has been my great reliance in all difficulties in 
his line of duty. During the action [at Mobile Bay, August 5, 1864] he was in the maintop, 
piloting the ships into the bay. He was cool and brave throughout, never losing his self- 
possession. This man was captured early in the war in a fine fishing smack which he owned, 
and though he protested that he had no interest in the war and only asked for the privilege of 
fishing for the fleet, yet his services were too valuable to the captors as a pilot not to be 
secured. He was appointed a first class pilot and has served us with zeal and fidelity, and has 
lost his vessel, which went to pieces on Ship Island. I commend him to the Department." 
Some two weeks later, while involved in clearing torpedoes from the waters of the Bay, 
Freeman was seriously wounded when one of these exploded, and he was sent to hospital at 
Pensacola. [ORN 1, 21, 616 & 786.] However, his condition improved and by the beginning 
of 1865 he was in command of the schooner Sam Houston operating in the waters of the 
Gulf. Freeman was honorably discharged on January 20, 1867, and he must have returned to 
his fishing business. He died September 11, 1894, at the age of 80, and is buried at 

_ Pascagoula, Mississippi. [Home of Heroes.) 


Pilot John H. Ferrell, of the USS Neosho, received his award for his actions on the 
Cumberland River, some miles below Nashville, in December, 1864, when he went out, 
under heavy fire, with quartermaster John Ditzenback, to prop up the drooping flag of the 
vessel. Strangely enough, when acting rear admiral Samuel P. Lee, who was in command of 
the Mississippi Squadron, sent in the reports relating to the action, he only recommended that 
John Ditzenback be given the award. Perhaps he may have been under the impression that 
Ferrell, as a pilot, was an officer, and thus did not qualify for the award. Thankfully Secretary 
of the Navy, Gideon Welles, knew better, and also placed Ferrell on the qualifying list. [ORN 
1, 26, 640 & 652.] 


Perry Wilkes, as pilot of the USS Signal, remained at his post at the wheel until it was 
literally shot out of his grasp, while in action on the Red River, May 5, 1864. [ORN 1, 26, 
119 &122.]

Commenced in 1874, with construction of a lighthouse on the east end of Horn Island to guide vessels entering 
Horn Island Pass on their way to the port of Pascagoula. 


Martin Freeman (1814-1894) was the first lighthouse keeper. Salary in 1887 was $630 and $400 for his wife 
per year with rations.(The Gulf Coast Advertiser, April 29, 1887) 


In 1880, the Lighthouse Service ordered that a new Horn Island beacon be erected westward of the original 
structure. Storms, currents, and tides had eroded the foundation necessitating a replacement. A break-water 
constructed in early 1880 had been rapidly destroyed by high seas. Putnam & Tobias were awarded the 

contract and commenced initial surveys prior to construction in July 1880.(The Pascagoula Democrat-Star, 


May 21, 1880, p. 3 and July 9, 1880, p. 3) 


William W. Bayly (1876-1955), son of William W. Bayly and Lee Verne Davis. Born on a ship off of 
Penscaola, Florida. Keeper at Chandeleur, Horn, Sand, and at the mouth of the Mississippi River. Formerly 
with a fruit company in Honduras. Brother: Benjamin Bayly. Children: Robert P. Bayly, Betty Bayly, Mrs. 
Russell V. Johnson (Duluth).(The Daily Herald, November 26, 1955, p. 2) 


Charles Johnsson, a Pole, succeeded Martin Freeman in 1894. Refused to leave his post in the September 1906 
Hurricane and perished with his wife and daughter. Their remains were never found. Mr. Johnsson’s were 
interred at Mobile.(Higginbotham, 19 , pp. 61-64) 


F.A. Schrieber (1871-1944) was lighthouse keeper at Horn Island in May 1918.(JXCOT, May 25, 1918, p. 5) 


Whale Sightings 


One of the earliest sightings of these large marine mammals occurred in the spring of 1877, when Captain 
Delmas, aboard the Escambia, bound for a lumber ship at Horn Island Pass with a tow of timber, saw a black 
whale. Delmas described the cetacean as “about thirty-five feet long and looked as large as a ten-ton 
schooner”.(The Star of Pascagoula, April 13, 1877, p. 1, c. 5) 


Captain Martin Freeman of the Horn Island lighthouse observed a pod of large whales in Pascagoula Bay in 
February 1887. He postulated from the size of their fins and inability to maneuver in the ten feet of water of 
the Bay, that the whales must have been 60-65 feet in length.(The Gulf Coast Advertiser, February 11, 1887) 


In March 1914, ambergris, the wax-like substance secreted by internal organs of Sperm whale, was found on 
Horn Island, by Ben Bailey, the assistant lighthouse keeper of Cat Island. Mrs. William Waters found the 
substance on the beach and threw it back into the water.(7he Ocean Springs News, March 7, 1914, p. 5, c. 5) 
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The Hero of Horn Island Lighthouse,

The first Horn Island Lighthouse, built 
in 1874, was a screw-pile style 
lighthouse that exhibited its beacon for 
the first time on June 30 of that year. It 
was not actually built on Horn Island, 
but nearby. However, by the late 1880s 
Tees the structure was deemed unsafe and 
= a new lighthouse was built in 1887 on 
what was thought to be the safest spot 
on Horn Island proper. The old screw 
pile lighthouse was stripped of 
everything and left standing as a day- 
mark. Amazingly, even though it swayed in the wind, the abandoned structure 
stood another six years, until 1893 when it was destroyed by a storm.

one letter ‘s,’ as Johnson. 


Johnson, who was a native of Poland, lived at Horn Island Lighthouse with his 
wife, Catherine and eighteen year old daughter. Apparently, four of his other five 
children had already moved out. 


On the evening of September 26, 1906 lighthouse keeper Johnsson, wrote in 
the station’s logbook that the winds were picking up and that a hurricane was on 
its way. Up until that time, Johnsson and his family lived a typical lighthouse life 
at this quaint station. They raised chickens, had some cattle and several 
domestic pets. 


Johnsson was an observant weather watcher and he knew the storm that 
evening would be a big one. In the 12 years he had been stationed there he had 
witnessed his share of storms and the sturdy little lighthouse had withstood them 


all. 


Others, such as, Henry Miller, captain of the tugboat Lee Campbell, Jr., also 
believed the storm would be a big one, perhaps more powerful than any of them 
had ever previously witnessed. As the storm gained in intensity, Captain Miller 
went to the lighthouse and begged Johnson to come with him and evacuate the 
lighthouse. Keeper Johnson told Miller that he couldn't leave his post, saying the 
government was paying him to do a job telling Miller that if he wasn’t there to 
keep the lighthouse beacon burning, ships could be lost at sea. 


Miller then asked Johnsson about his family. Johnsson went inside the keeper's 
quarters and conferred with his wife and daughter. A few moments later he 
stepped outside and simply told Miller, “They will stay.” It was a fateful decision.

In the early morning of hours of September 27, 1906, during the height of the 
storm, the locals on land looked out to sea and immediately realized the light 
from the beacon was no longer sending forth its beam. It took another day 
before the waters were calm enough for a rescue mission to be launched to the 
lighthouse. However, the would-be rescuers soon realized what they had feared 
the most. When they reached the location, they found that nothing was left, 
except some debris floating in the water and a couple of cows that had 
somehow survived by reaching high ground. Eventually, the searchers found the 
body of lighthouse keeper Johnsson. However, even after an extensive search, 
the bodies of the keeper's wife and daughter were not found, not did they ever 


surface. 


As soon as the word spread about the disaster, Johnsson was referred to as the 
Hero of Horn Island; a man who gave his life to keep the light burning. 
Unfortunately, that devotion to duty also cost the life of his wife and daughter. 
Johnsson’s body was brought to Mobile, Alabama for internment. Folklore has it 
that a surviving daughter walked the beaches of Pascagoula always looking out, 
perhaps, in her own way, trying to communicate with her mother and sister who 
lost their lives at the lighthouse 


In 1908 the U. S. Lighthouse Establishment built a new lighthouse nearby. This 
time they built it high on pilings to withstand the high rush of water in hurricanes. 
Even though the new structure was named the Petit Bois Lighthouse, the locals 
believed that in memory of the former keeper and to honor the ultimate sacrifice 
made by him and his family, the government should have named the structure 
the Horn Island Lighthouse. 


Although the official name was Petit Boise Lighthouse, named because it was 
actually built closer to Petit Bois Island than to Horn Island., in was never known 
by its new name. Locals and even future keepers of the Petit Bois Lighthouse 
always referred to it as The New Horn Island Lighthouse. As time went by, the 
word new stopped being used and it was simply referred to as the Horn Island 
Lighthouse. 


In 1951 the Petit Bois Lighthouse (New Horn Island Lighthouse) was automated 
and the keepers removed. In 1961 modern aids to navigation were installed in 
the area and the lighthouse was discontinued altogether. Left to the elements, it 
was eventually destroyed.

Wild boar and rattlesnakes were wreaking havoc in the Scranton community and its 
surroundings in 1877. 


A column by "Uncle Martin" in the April 22, 1921, issue of the "Chronicle Star" looked back 
at those events. 


On June 1, 1877, the "Star" printed: "Captain Martin Freeman, the gentleman who keeps 
the government lighthouse on Horn Island, and who was so severely wounded a few weeks 
since by the savage attacks of a wild boar, was in town on last Saturday. He is doing well 
and recovering rapidly from his wounds.” 


The Lighthouse Service-Martin Freeman 


The United States Lighthouse Service began its long tenure at Horn Island in 1874, with construction of a 
lighthouse on the east end of Horn Island to guide vessels entering Horn Island Pass on their way to the port of 
Pascagoula. Martin Freeman (1814-1894), a native of Stettin, Germany, was the island’s first lighthouse 
keeper receiving his appointment on November 26, 1874. Freeman’s annual salary in 1887 was $630 for 
himself and $400 for his wife with rations.(The Pascagoula Democrat-Star, September 14, 1894, p. 3 and The 


Gulf Coast Advertiser, April 29, 1887) 


In 1880, the Lighthouse Service ordered that a new Horn Island beacon be erected westward of the original 
structure. Storms, currents, and tides had eroded the foundation necessitating a replacement. A break-water 
constructed in early 1880 had been rapidly destroyed by high seas. Putnam & Tobias were awarded the 

contract and commenced initial surveys prior to construction in July 1880.(The Pascagoula Democrat-Star, 


May 21, 1880, p. 3 and July 9, 1880, p. 3) 


During the Civil War, Martin Freeman and Antoine V. Bellande (1829-1918), a native of Marseille, France 
and living at Back Bay, now D’ Iberville, were commissioned by Admiral David Farragutt of the Union Navy 
as acting Ensigns and Pilots. They participated in the Battle of Mobile Bay in early August 1864. Martin 
Freeman piloted the USS Hartford, Farragutt’s flagship, past Fort Morgan and Fort Gaines and the 
Confederate mine fields. Captain Bellande was aboard the USS Monongahela when it rammed the CSA 
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Tennessee skippered by Buchanan. Martin Freeman was awarded the Medal of Honor for his gallantry in the 
mast of the Hartford, while A.V. Bellande earned a sizeable sum of money as his share of the prize for 
capturing the ill-fated ram Tennessee.( 


When Martin Freeman received his Medal of Honor on 31 December 1864, the Citation read as follows: As 
pilot of the flagship, U.S.S. Hartford, during action against Fort Morgan, rebel gunboats and the ram 
Tennessee, in Mobile Bay, 5 August 1864. With his ship under terrific enemy shellfire, Freeman calmly 
remained at his station in the maintop and skillfully piloted the ships into the bay. He rendered gallant 
service throughout the prolonged battle in which the rebel gunboats were captured or driven off, the prize 
ram Tennessee forced to surrender, and the fort successfully attacked. 


Other keepers 


In 1894, Martin Freeman Jr. (1870-1947) became keeper of the Horn Island light after his father retired to 
Buena Vista Street in Pascagoula. Charles Johnsson (1839-1906), also a German immigrant, succeeded Martin 
Freeman Jr. at Horn Island before 1900. He refused to leave his post in the September 1906 Hurricane and 
perished with his German born wife, Kate Johnsson (1862-1906), and Marie Johnson (1886-1906), their 
daughter. Only the remains of Charles Johnnson were discovered on the south beach of the island several days 
after the tempest. His body was taken to Pascagoula on the Lee Kimball Jr., a tugboat.(The Mississippi Press, 
February 5, 1996, p. 1A and The Pascagoula Democrat-Star, October 5, 1906, p. 3) 


F, Adolph ‘Dolph’ Schrieber (1871-1944) of Ocean Springs was stationed at Horn Island from as early as 
July 1910 and as late as May 1918. He tended lighthouses at the Mississippi River Passes, Chandeleur Island, 
Horn Island, Round Island, Tchefuncte River at Madisonville, Louisiana, Tylertown, Louisiana, and Biloxi. 
Mr. Schrieber retired from the Lighthouse Service at Biloxi in 1937. He made his home in Ocean Springs at 
508 Ward Avenue, which is now in the possession of his grandson, Robert F. “Bobby” Schrieber Jr.(The 
Ocean Springs News, July 16, 1910, p. 5, The Jackson County Times, May 25, 1918, p. 5, The Daily Herald, 


March 18, 1944, p. 1) 


William W. Bayly (1876-1955) was born on a ship offshore from Pensacola, Florida, the son of William W. 
Bayly and Lee Verne Davis. His career in the US Lighthouse Service brought him to Chandeleur Island, Horn 
Island, Sand Island and at the light station at the mouth of the Mississippi River. He had been employed with a 
fruit company in Honduras before becoming a light keeper.(The Daily Herald, November 26, 1955, p. 2)

David Farragut had a Pascagoula connection. Without going into the long 
winded version of the story, he was adopted by a family that had a summer 
home near present day Martin Bluff, north of Gautier. In his campaign to 

get past the forts at the mouth of Mobile Bay Farragut had a pilot named 
Martin Freeman. Martin Freeman was also from Pascagoula. Prior to being 
Farragut’s pilot, Martin Freeman owned a fleet of fishing vessels. Therefore, 
he was familiar with the shifting oyster shoals and the general shallowness 
of area estuarine waterways and the Mississippi Sound, making 

his an ideal pilot. Martin Freeman still has relatives living in the Pascagoula 
area. That is where the story gets really interesting. These relatives 

claim Martin Freeman was kidnapped and forced to work for Farragut under 
duress. However, there are others who will tell a different version. 

Their version is that Farragut had a sister (maybe more than one) living in 
Pascagoula during the war. Martin Freeman and David Farragut had been 
friends while both were boys in Pascagoula. Farragut came to visit his sister( 
S) prior to his campaign getting underway. Martin Freeman was also 

visited and volunteered to help. You can take your pick as to whether Martin 
Freeman was a volunteer or forced to work for the Federal Navy. After 

the war, Martin Freeman was a lighthouse tender out on Horn Island. What 
is fact is Martin Freeman received the Congressional Medal of Honor for 
helping Farragut. What is uncertain is whether or not Martin Freeman was 
ever in the military. If not, does that mean a civilian received the highest 
military decoration our country can give? Another thing that is fact is Martin 
Freeman is buried in Pascagoula’s Greenwood Cemetery. His marker 

was destroyed by Katrina and has been recently replaced.

USS Hartford (1858) Civil War, 1861-1865 With the outbreak of the American Civil War, 
Hartford was ordered home. She departed the Sunda Strait with Dacotah on 30 August 
1861 and arrived Philadelphia on 2 December to be fitted out for wartime service. She 
departed the Delaware Capes on 28 January as flagship of Flag Officer David G. 
Farragut, the commander of the newly created West Gulf Blockading Squadron.

An even larger purpose than the important blockade of the South's Gulf Coast lay 
behind Farragut's assignment. Late in 1861, the Union high command decided to 
capture New Orleans, the South's richest and most populous city, to begin a drive of 
sea-based power up the Mississippi River to meet the Union Army which was to drive 
down the Mississippi valley behind a spearhead of armored gunboats. "Other 
operations," Secretary of the Navy Gideon Welles warned Farragut, "must not be 
allowed to interfere with the great object in view—the certain capture of the city of New 


Orleans." 


Hartford arrived 20 February at Ship Island, Mississippi, midway between Mobile Bay 
and the mouths of the Mississippi. Several Union ships and a few Army units were 
already in the vicinity when the squadron's flagship dropped anchor at the advanced 
staging area for the attack on New Orleans. In ensuing weeks a mighty fleet assembled 
for the campaign. In mid-March Commander David Dixon Porter's flotilla of mortar 


schooners arrived towed by steam gunboats. 


The next task was to get Farragut's ships across the bar, a constantly shifting mud bank 
at the mouth of each pass entering the Mississippi. Farragut managed to get all of his 
ships but Colorado across the bar and into the river where Forts St. Philip and Jackson 
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challenged further advance. A line of hulks connected by strong barrier chains, six ships 
of the Confederate Navy—including ironclad Manassas and unfinished but potentially 
deadly ironclad Louisiana, two ships of the Louisiana Navy, a group of converted river 
steamers called the Confederate River Defense Fleet, and a number of fire rafts also 
stood between Farragut and the great Southern metropolis. 


On 16 April, the Union ships moved up the river to a position below the forts, and David 
Porter's gunboats first exchanged fire with the Southern guns. Two days later his mortar 
schooners opened a heavy barrage which continued for six days. On the 21st, the 
squadron's Fleet Captain, Henry H. Bell, led a daring expedition up river and, despite a 
tremendous fire on him, cut the chain across the river. In the early hours of 24 April, a 
red lantern on Hartford's mizzen peak signaled the fleet to get underway and steam 
through the breach in the obstructions. As the ships closed the forts their broadsides 
answered a fire from the Confederate guns. Porter's mortar schooners and gunboats 
remained at their stations below the southern fortifications covering the movement with 


rapid fire. 


Hartford dodged a run by ironclad ram Manassas; then, while attempting to avoid a 
fireraft, grounded in the swift current near Fort St. Philip. When the burning barge was 
shoved alongside the flagship, only Farragut's leadership and the training of the crew 
saved Hartford from being destroyed by flames which at one point engulfed a large 
portion of the ship. Meanwhile the sloop's gunners never slackened the pace at which 
they poured broadsides into the forts. As her firefighters snuffed out the flames, the 
flagship backed free of the bank. 


When Farragut's ships had run the gantlet and passed out of range of the fort's guns, 
the Confederate River Defense Fleet attempted to stop their progress. In the ensuing 
melee, they managed to sink converted merchantman Varwut, the only Union ship lost 


during the historic night.

Whale Sightings 


One of the earliest sightings of these large marine mammals occurred in the spring of 1877, when Captain 
Delmas, aboard the Escambia, bound for a lumber ship at Horn Island Pass with a tow of timber, saw a black 
whale. Delmas described the cetacean as “about thirty-five feet long and looked as large as a ten-ton 
schooner”.(The Star of Pascagoula, April 13, 1877, p. I, c. 5) 


Captain Martin Freeman of the Horn Island lighthouse observed a pod of large whales in Pascagoula Bay in 


February 1887. He postulated from the size of their fins and inability to maneuver in the ten feet of water of 
the Bay, that the whales must have been 60-65 feet in length.(The Gulf Coast Advertiser, February 11, 1887)
